Lard Hawke was also.a ploneer 
of world cricket and’ led nine 
touring teams to all parts of the 
world where cricket was played, 
Including Australia, India, 
Canada, America, South Africa, 
the West. Indies and — the 
Argentine, The West Indians 
looked upon him with-awe. Once 
a native bowled him for a duck, 
In-tho. second. Innings the native 
spectators danced and beat the 
ground with — sticks, urging the 
bowlers to “give de Lord another 
duck.” 

The Americans described Lord 
Hawke's appearance at the 
wicket as; “A tall figure meander 
ing across the fleld -in a sort of 
shambling wolk—and no wonder.
